“CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES  (ANIMALS) 
ACT.” 

Regulations. 

NOTICE  is  hereby  given  that  by  Order  in 
Council  No.  1042,  approved  the  11th  day 
of  May,  1949,  His  Honour  the  Administrator  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  make  the  following 
regulations  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the 
“  Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Act,”  being 
chapter  67  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British 
Columbia,  1948  ”: — 

Disease-free  Areas,  Farms  and  Premises. 

1.  In  these  regulations: — 

(a)  The  word  “Act”  shall  mean  the  “  Con¬ 
tagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Act”: 

(b)  The  words  “animal,”  (“Court  of  sum¬ 
mary  jurisdiction  ”) ,  “  contagious,” 

“  diseased,”  “  infectious,”  “  infectious  or 
contagious  disease,”  “  Inspector,”  “  Min¬ 
ister  ”  shall  have  the  meaning  assigned 
to  them  under  the  Act: 

(c)  “  Disease-free  area  ”  shall  mean  any  de¬ 
clared  area  where  any  disease  or  dis¬ 
eases  of  any  species  of  animal  is  being- 
controlled  or  eradicated  in  accordance 
with  this  Act: 

( d )  Species  of  animal  shall  mean  the  par¬ 
ticular  species  of  animal  referred  to  on 
a  petition  and  so  dealt  with  in  a  disease- 
free  area  or  as  referred  to  by  any  owner 
making  application  for  such  service  as 
may  be  provided: 

(c)  In  construing  these  regulations  the  word 
“  race-track  ”  shall  mean  any  of  the 
race-tracks  mentioned  in  subsection  (2) 
of  section  2  of  the  “  Horse-racing  Regu¬ 
lation  Act.” 

Compensation  for  Tubercular  Cattle. 

2.  The  rate  of  compensation  to  be  paid  under 
section  24  of  the  Act  to  the  owners  of  tubercu¬ 
lar  animals  slaughtered  and  carcasses  thereof 
disposed  of  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  sec¬ 
tion  23  of  the  Act,  except  steers  and  beef-type 
cows  coming  within  the  provisions  of  section 
33  of  the  Act,  shall  not  exceed  sixty-five  per 
centum  (65%)  of  the  valuation  fixed  by  the 
Inspector,  such  valuation  not  to  exceed  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  ($125) 
for  grade  animals  and  one  hundred  and  sev¬ 
enty-five  dollars  ($175)  for  pure-bred  regis¬ 
tered  animals,  and  to  be  computed  on  a  basis 
of  age,  utility,  conformation,  and  blood  lines. 

3.  No  compensation  shall  be  paid  in  respect 
to  the  slaughter  of  any  animal  imported  from 
without  the  Province  unless  such  animal  has 
been  kept  within  the  Province  for  not  less  than 
one  year  and  unless,  within  sixty  days  prior  to 
importation  into  the  Province,  had  been  sub¬ 
jected  to  a  tuberculin  test,  administered  by  a 
duly  appointed  Inspector  of  the  Health  of  Ani¬ 
mals  Branch  of  the  Dominion  Department  of 
Agriculture,  and  had  been  found  to  be  free 
from  tuberculosis. 


Transportation  of  Horses  within  British 
Columbia. 

4.  Horses  which  have  been  exposed  to  en¬ 
cephalomyelitis  infection,  or  have  been  kept  in 
an  area  within  which  encephalomyelitis  is 
known  to  exist,  shall  not  be  led,  driven,  or 
otherwise  transported  from  place  to  place 
within  British  Columbia  unless  they  have  been 
certified  by  a  competent  veterinarian  as  having 
been  satisfactorily  vaccinated  against  the  dis¬ 
ease. 

5.  Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  encephalo¬ 
myelitis  in  some  areas  outside  British  Colum¬ 
bia,  horses,  except  racehorses,  having  been  im¬ 
ported  from  points  without  the  Province,  shall 
not  be  led,  driven,  or  otherwise  transported 
from  point  of  entry  into  the  Province  to  any 
other  point  within  British  Columbia  without 
a  permit  to  do  so  first  being  obtained  from  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  and  a  certificate  of 
vaccination  satisfactory  to  the  Chief  Veteri¬ 
nary  Inspector  having  been  submitted  to  him. 

6.  In  applying  for  a  permit  to  transport 
horses  under  Regulation  5,  full  particulars  re¬ 
garding  each  animal  must  be  given,  these  par¬ 
ticulars  to  include  name  of  animal,  colour,  age, 
sex,  weight,  description,  brands  if  any,  and 
breed. 

7.  Where  deemed  advisable,  vaccination 
against  encephalomyelitis  may  be  required  of 
racehorses  which  have  entered  British  Colum¬ 
bia  for  racing  purposes. 

8.  Racehorses  must  be  transported  locally 
from  railway  or  dock  to  the  race-track  and 
return  by  truck,  and  not  on  foot.  Further 
transportation  through  the  Province  must  be 
by  railway-car  or  other  closed  carrier. 

9.  No  racehorse  shall  be  moved  from  any 
race-track  to  any  place  except  another  race¬ 
track  or  quarantine  area  established  by  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  without  permit 
first  being  obtained  from  the  British  Columbia 
Department  of  Agriculture. 

10.  All  race-tracks  in  British  Columbia  are 
hei’eby  established  as  quarantine  areas  within 
which  animals  are  subject  to  supervision  and 
inspection  by  Inspectors  appointed  pursuant  to 
the  said  Act. 

11.  Any  racehorse  owned  or  maintained  out¬ 
side  of  British  Columbia  and  brought  into  this 
Province  for  race-meets,  if  not  returned  to  its 
place  of  origin  at  the  conclusion  of  the  current 
racing  season,  must  be  vaccinated  against 
encephalomyelitis. 

12.  Upon  receiving  a  petition  signed  by 
seventy-five  per  centum  (75%)  of  the  live¬ 
stock  owners  of  any  described  area  or  district, 
who  collectively  own  fifty  per  centum  (50%) 
of  any  particular  species  of  animal  in  the  said 
area  or  district,  the  Minister  may  request  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  to  declare  such 
area  to  be  a  disease-free  area,  and  all  regula¬ 
tions  governing  such  area  shall  apply  to  all 
animals  of  that  species  kept  within  the  bound¬ 
aries  of  such  area. 

13.  The  boundaries  of  a  disease-free  area 
may  be  changed  from  time  to  time  as  the  Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor  in  Council  sees  fit. 

14.  Any  owner  whose  land  and  (or)  prem¬ 
ises  is  outside  the  prescribed  boundaries  and 
adjacent  to  a  disease-free  area  may  make  ap¬ 
plication  in  writing  to  the  Minister,  stating 
that  he  is  the  owner  of  such  species  of  animal 
described  in  his  application  and  requesting 
disease-control  services  similar  to  those  given 
in  a  disease-free  area. 

15.  No  person  shall  move  or  cause  to  be 
moved  from  a  disease-free  area  any  animal  of 
the  species  being  dealt  with,  or  any  animal 
capable  of  carrying  any  of  the  diseases  being 
controlled  into  the  disease-free  area  until  such 
animal  has  been  shown  to  be  free  from  the 
disease  or  diseases  being  controlled,  by  test  or 
otherwise,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Inspector 
and  a  permit  has  been  obtained  from  the  Chief 
Veterinary  Inspector. 
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16.  An  Inspector  may  at  any  time  require 
that  any  vehicle,  crate,  or  other  conveyance 
used  for  the  transportation  of  animals  be 
cleansed  and  disinfected  to  his  satisfaction, 
and  no  person  shall  use  such  vehicle,  crate,  or 
conveyance  until  the  required  cleansing  and 
disinfecting  has  been  carried  out  to  the  satis¬ 
faction  of  the  Inspector. 

17.  An  Inspector  may  require  that  any  ani¬ 
mal  or  group  of  animals  be  withheld  from  a 
specific  area  within  the  disease-free  area. 

18.  An  Inspector  may  require  an  owner  or 
his  representative  to  assemble  his  animals  in 
a  convenient  place  for  the  purpose  of  examina¬ 
tion  or  for  taking  samples  or  making  tests  or 
vaccinations  or  for  treatment  or  for  any  other 
purpose  and  in  the  event  of  refusal  by  the 
owner  or  his  representative  may  cause  the 
same  to  be  assembled  for  such  purpose,  and 
any  costs  resulting  therefrom  shall  be  paid  by 
the  owner. 

19.  Tests,  treatments,  vaccinations,  and  in¬ 
spections  of  animals  shall  be  in  the  form  pre¬ 
scribed  by  the  Minister. 

20.  All  animals  being  vaccinated  shall  be 
suitably  branded,  tagged,  or  otherwise  marked 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Chief  Veterinary 
Inspector. 

21.  All  reactors  to  the  tuberculin  test  or  to 
the  agglutination  blood  test  for  brucellosis  or 
to  any  prescx-ibed  test  shall  be  suitably  marked 
or  branded  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Chief 
Veterinary  Inspector. 

22.  Any  animal  reacting  to  a  tuberculin  test 
or  to  the  agglutination  blood  test  for  brucel¬ 
losis  or  any  of  the  prescribed  tests  shall  be 
removed  or  otherwise  disposed  of  without  the 
consent  of  and  only  as  directed  by  the  Chief 
Veterinary  Inspector. 

23.  Reactors  to  the  agglutination  blood  test 
for  brucellosis  or  to  any  of  the  prescribed  tests 
may  be  required  to  be  immediately  removed 
from  the  herd  or  from  the  disease-free  area 
and  disposed  of  in  the  manner  directed  by  the 
Chief  Veterinary  Inspector. 

24.  An  Inspector  may  at  any  time  require 
that  any  animal  be  held  in  such  a  manner  as 
he  may  see  fit  to  direct  and  for  such  a  time  as 
he  may  require  for  further  examination,  test¬ 
ing,  or  vaccination  and  in  the  event  of  refusal 
by  the  owner  or  his  representative  may  cause 
the  same  to  be  held,  and  any  costs  resulting 
therefrom  shall  be  paid  by  the  owner. 

25.  The  Chief  Veterinary  Inspector  may  re¬ 
quire  that  all  animals  being  added  to  a  herd 
or  brought  on  to  a  farm  or  premises  in  a 
disease-free  area  be  first  tested,  treated,  or 
vaccinated  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Inspector. 

26.  An  Inspector  may  require  that  all  build¬ 
ings,  corrals,  and  equipment  shall  be  cleansed 
and  disinfected  to  his  satisfaction. 

Every  person  who  fails  to  comply  with  any 
of  the  provisions  of  these  regulations  shall  be 
guilty  of  an  offence  and  liable,  on  summary 
conviction,  if  a  corporation,  to  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  and,  if  an 
individual,  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty 
dollars,  and  in  default  of  payment,  to  imprison¬ 
ment  for  a  term  of  not  more  than  thirty  days.

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.
